Relief Bill, Which Carries Controversial 


Equalization^ Fee, Explained^ to 
House Agriculture Committee — 
Defends $250,000,000 Appropria- 
tion as Necessary for Success. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(By the Associate'd Press.)— 


The relief which the McNary-Haugen bill aims to give the 
farmers is an experiment in the public interest, and therefore, 
the government should assume the risk of the pioneering 
work, Chairman Haugen declared today in reporting the 
measure for the house agriculture committee. 


The problems of American agri- 


culture have become so profound, 
he added, "that they are beyond the 
power of Individual farmers or their 
relatively small cigamzatlons to 
to solve." Admitting that the bill 
carries a large appropriation—$-50,- 
Ooo.OOO—he held, nevertheless, that

The now famous "sheik" bill, 


which received nationwide publicity 
two years ago 
nd brought thou- 


sands of letters to Senator John AY. 
Cooper of Omaha, Its 
Introducer, 


both praising and attacking Its -re- 
visions, is again before the Nebras- 
ka legislature 


Senator Coopei introduced 
the 


bill Tuesday morning In a slightly 
revised lorm and under the title of 
Senate File 78 


The bill pro-iides that it shall be 


a criminal offense for any person 
excepting relatives ot the married 
parties.,to entice away 
or 
cause 


elther'husband or wife to desert the 
home of the society of the other, or 
to alienate the affections ol • one 
from the other. 
The penalty pro- 


vided for such an offense, accoi ding 
to Cooper's bill, shall be from one 
to five years or a fine of from 
?500 to 52,500. 


Under the present law, 
Cooper 


points out, a person 
committing 


such an act Is liable only a civil suit 
for damages. 
"That is no deter- 


rent to the average homebreaker," 
Cooper asscits, 
"when 
many 
of 


them haven't "a cent to their name 
and a judgment couldn't be collected 
from them if it was given by the 
court.' 


Cooper's "sheik" bill was A. source 


of considerable joking on (the part 
of the members of the legislature 
two years ago, particularly as a 
result of the title given It b^ some- 
one. 


Won Over Critics. 


This year, the bill it, being given 


more serious thought, and a good 
many solons have expressed them- 
selves as being in tavor ot it. The 
bill passed the senate two years ago 
only after its introducer had made 
such an earnest argument in its 
favor' that he won ovei many who 
were formerly inclined to consider 
the bill as a joke.

HOLDS BANQUET 


Seth Gordon of Chicago 
Tells Members of Con- 


servation Work. 


"The Izaak Walton league is the 


biggest civic organization in Am- 
eric* today and, it haq done more, in 
its five years ot existence to arouse 
public opinion than any oilier 
or- 


ganization," stated Seth Gordon of 
Chicago, extension director of the 
league, at the annual Nebraska di- 
vision, banquet held at the Lincoln 
hotel Monday night. 


,Mr.~ Gordon, a former member o£ 


the Pennsylvania game and - fisli 
commission, outlined the object o£ 


' the organization and explained what 
is being done in Pennsylvania for 
the conservation of wild life. 
Dr. 


S. P. Cresap of Nebraska City also 
spoke on the conservation of na- 
ture. Arthur J. Weaver of 
Falls 


City acted as toastmaster. He was 
introduced by Frank Brady of At- 
kinson, state president of the Izaak 
Walton league. 


There are now over twenty-eight 


hundred chapters of the organiza- 
tion In the United States, according 
to Mr. Gordon, and Nebraska ranks 
second in the number of chapters 
and fourth, in the number of mem- 
bers. He stated that the organiza- 
tion was 
proud of the 
showing1 


made by the JCebraska division. 


In discussing the pollution of the 


streams and lakes in America, Mr. 
Gordon said, "there is a. need for a 
copious pure water supply for the 
entire nation and the only possible 
•way in. which ' to achieve this Is 
for each Individual to do nothing: 
that will pollute our waters." 
He 


told of some of the conditions ex- 
isting in his native state of Penn- 
sylvania where many rivers and 
lakes were unfit to swim in because 


of the poisoning of the waters .by 
private enterprises flor commercial 
purposes. 


Mr, Gordon painted a vivid pic- 


ture of the etf/orts beljig made In his 
state for the consei«vatlon of na- 
ture. "The state fish xtnd game com- 
mission." he 
said, 
"Is 
spending 


nearly two million dollars a year 
for the .preservation of game, 
fish 


and forests." "Thirty yeaj-a ago," he 
contlnoed. "upland game in Pennsy- 
vanla -was almost extinoi, but due 
to the united efforts of .sportsmen 
there axe now more deer and bear 
in the state than when _the first 
white man came." Game ocf all kinds 
is on the> increase th^re. according' 
to the sr»eaker. 


In closfjDff 11 r. Gordon stated that 


conservation 
officials 
have 
been 


playing- poiUtics, not befausc 
they 


wanted to, but because of necessity, 
and that in his opinion' game com- 
missioners asid their assistants were 
being changed too often for any real 
benefit to Ije derived' from their 
service. "The only way," he said, "to" 
get continuity of •service is to have 
continuity .of policy, whtfch is pos- 
sible enly by jiacing-a. roan of high 
ideals and the right ideas in the 
position, and then to .leave him 
there long enough to put his Ideas 
into practice." 


Dr. Cresap in his briof speech 


said that the wOtl life or this state 
was facing 
destruction 
and that 


now was the" time to take steps to 
prevent such, an occurreace. "The 
the wild life that existed.here sev- 
conserved would 
make ' Nebraska 


outstanding."

Cresap stated, "represents the will 
oC a great people beginning to be 
interested in the flora and fauna 
of the nation and it Iras come at

Those who have been preparing to -wage 


to prevent Colonel Frank L. Smith, United States 
senator-elect of Illinois, ana appointed by Governor 
Letn Small to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator William B. Mclvinley, from taking oath of 
office and his seat In'lhat distinguished body, it is 
reported, have secured sufficient strength to make 
certain their victory. 
Smith, it Is said, will not be permitted to take his 


place. 
The case is worth study and Investigation because 


it does violence to earlier traditional views of the 
doctrine of state's rights. It is true that a fund 
aggregating hundreds of thousands of dollars, and 
five tlmea In excess of the amount expended on be- 
half of Truman Newberry of Michigan, was used, la 
securing the-nomlnation of Colonel Smith in the re- 
publican primary In Illinois. 
Tho contribution of 


Samuel Insull, Traction magnate, alone was within 
?46,000 of all the money spent in the Newberry cam- 
paign. And yet at the time the Newberry-Ford con- 
test was In the limelight and while Newberry's claim 
to a' seat in the senate was being vigorously chal- 


^ lenged, his pdlltlcal opponents openly charged un- 


due use of money. What then shall be .said of the 
gigantic fund raised In behalf of Colonel Smith? 


There can be little defense made of cither the New- 


berry or Smith caso on moral grounds. Both repre- 
sent practices and methods inimical to the perpetu- 
ity of democratic Institutions 'of government. 
If 


wealth Is io be the measure by \yhicb public offi- 
cials are chosen for public office then no one bul 
an extremely wealthy man, or ons with those con- 
nections, can hope to realize ambitions toward public 
service. The Newborry case, because It was tlip first 
in which huge sums of, money played a prominent 
part, and now the Smith primary contest, constitute 
a shocking and alaimlng debasement of the American 
franchise privilege. 


But it Is urged on behalf oC Smith-that the people 


of Illinois elected him senator In the face of all of the 
revelations concerning the expenditures made in hi? 
behalf. To deny him tlfe seat In the senate would be 
to r6ject the voice of a sovereign people of a great 
commonwealth. Toe voters of Illinois had passed up- 
on hla personal fitness and the propriety of sending 
him to the senate. Their 'decision IS final. And it

Great Britain finds Itself facing the necessity of 


levying increased taxes on Ha people to meet the' 
enormous cost of the long coal strike which held 
many lines of Industry it a virtual standstill during 
the greater part of 1926. Business profits were re- 
duced to such an extent last year that the govern- 
ment's Income tax revenue was several hundred mil- 
lion dollars less than had been anticipated., As s re- 
sult, the treasury Is empty and a huge deficit looms 
up ahead. 
_ Premier Baldwin and Chancellor "Winston Church-- 
111 of the exchequer are formulating a program which 
calls for drastic curtailment of official expenditures, 
together with higher rates of Income tax and the col- 
lection of special taxes on beer, tobacco and other 
luxuries. ' Probably automobiles, which already bear 
a. heavy burden of taxes based on their horsepower, 
will have to pay still more.

It would take British industry and trade ?. 


time to recover from the devastating effects ol the 
coal strike, even without the addec* handicap of addi- 
tional taxes. 
The Commercial reports show many 


bankruptcies occurring every day, whilo numerous 
persons are being brought into court for failure to 
pay their debts and taxes. , The business prospect 
for the immediate future, therefore, is not encourag- 
lns- 
^ 


Tho question suggests itself: If it be possible now 


to cut dovm the cost of government by eliminating or 
reducing departmental activities, why was this not 
done sooner? Why have unnecessary office holders 
been kept on the public payroll -n-hon the" nation was 
ill such straits? 


Here is a characteristic of governments in gen- 


eral. They never willingly decrease the scope of their 
own operations except where very strong pressure is 
applied. With rare exceptions, they are always ex- 
erting themBelves to find new ways for spending-'the 
funds at their disposal, and contriving new methods 
to wring more money from tho~tajcpayers. Retrench- 
ment Is almost" invariably postponed until It becomes 
a last and necessary resort. 


When the student of political science contemplates 


this universal tendency of public adminlstsators to 
expand their functions which must be paid for by in- 
creased taxation, the realization is impressed upon 
him more forcibly than ever that Jefferson was right 
when ho said: 
' 


"The best government is that which governs least" 


has also been urged that Smith's campaign haa not 


•. outraged public decency to any greater extent than 


recent campaigns conducted by the republican na- 
tional committee," In which very thorough and busi- 
ness-like canvass of the industrial sections, has net- 
ted gigantic sums for the {.iHfose of keeping the re- 
publican party In power. - 


The last Is more easily waved aside. 
It is true that onG of "the most disgusting features 


of tho 1920 and and the 11921 campaigns has been the 
brazen affrontery with which big business in the 
great industrial centers of America haVc been urged 
to remember on which side their bread Is buttered. 
There has beeft nothing secretive about it. 
The 


manufacturing groups hax-c been reminded their fu- 
ture rests in the retention of the present tariff law, 
or a slmlllar one, and that can only be assured by re- 
taining- the republican party In power. That is nau- 
seating to the sober thought of America. It is re- 
pugnant to .lovers of free government. They cannot 
reconcile their conceptions of a government created 
for all with political policies which grant special 
privileges to favored groups. That they have cast 
their ballot In seeming contradiction of an idealistic 
view of American institutions is no evidence of a ac- 
ceptance of tho materialistic philosophy which has 
characterized republican national management. They 
have been confused by political considerations. Be- 
cause Smith merely followed the lead of the national 
organization Is no excuse for his practices. 


Similarly Illinois has been in the habit of offend- 


ing the fine senses/of the nation. It had its notori- 
ous Lorlmer scandal. It has^had its rotten gangjjoll- 


"• tics for years. Even tho sacred doctrine of state's 


rights should not be permitted to dissuade the United 
States senate from cleaning up the situation in a 
state which is a. reflection against clean and honest 
government - 
"

OIL FOR CENTURIES TO COME. 


The Oil Conservation board appointed by President 


Coolidge has reported that oil fields at present avail- 
able are only sufficient to furnish a supply of oil to 
supply the demand for sli or seven years. While the 
United States Geological survey and the Bureau of 
MincS says that It will last for a dozen years. Others 
still mote optimistic, say that there Is sufficient oil 
In tho present fields to last for twenty-five or thirty 
years, but that improved methods will be required In 
order to get it, and that It will of pourso cost more 
money. 


But what's the difference whether the well oil is 


exhausted or not? There' will be plenty of the pro- 
duct" to supply the world for hundreds of years to 
come, and that the oil men realize where It is to come 
from'is shown from the fact that practically all of the 
shale, beds "have now been gobblert up, not only in 
this country, but in others as-well, And experiments 
In tho production of oil ore now going on in many of 
the states of the Union, as well as In foreign Jands. 
In fact oil is now being obtained commercially from 
Oil* nource In Nebraska's neighboring state of Colo- 
rado.- which is perhaps the moat active In this re- 
apect^of any In the country. 
, 


Many commercial installations are .-under way or 


contemplated in Colorado and the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines has set up two rctbrts In that state for 
experimental purposes, one of a iScoltlsh type and thp 
Other 'of American design. An experienced Scotch 
shale engineer, John Shaw, is in charge, and the pro- 
duction of oil fromxthe Scotch retort is just begin- 
ning'.

The Fever Diet- 
When there is a fever, there is an extra amount of burning going on 


In the body. Unless tho' proper food Is furnished for fuel for the burn- 
Ing, then the patient's own tissues are going to furnish It. This not only 
causes a great weakening and loss of weight, but also causes a starva- 
tion acldosis. (If tho itomach Is very much upset and will not retain 
food, then naturally an enforced fax must ensue until It reco\ers 
Chipped Ice is usually given very frequently, and small amounts of plali: 
carbonated water may be tolerated.) 


Now what must wo supply the system "to keep up the strength" and 
prevent acldosis? 
,., 


1. Energy food In the most easily digestible form. 
2. ViUuwlns. 
3- Mineral salts In good proportions, for there ia a great loss of 
these in fevers; iron and calcium particularly. 


4. Protein in easily dlgeitlble form if the fever Is prolonged. Fats 


and protein are not well cared for when the system Is deranged. So the 
fats and proteins must be givfin, carefully when given. 
< 


0. Pure water In liberal amounts. 
The best forms for these foods are: • 
1. Fruit juices, fruit purees, fruit soups (except plums, prunes and 
cranberries. They leave an acid reaction.) 
- 


2. Vegetable purees, -juices and broths — especially of spinach and 
other greens, and dates for their lion. 
• 
, 


3. Gruels, sweetened with malt sugar (it contains iron,' calcium and 
vitamins) or milk sugar. Can beat an egg yolk In them later- 


4. Milk, buttermilk, and other fermented milks, and wheys. 
Give the fruit and vegetable juices and purees1 for the. short fevers, 


then If the fever continues the gruels and milk -should be added because 
of the need for more protein. 


The concentrated vegetable and fruit juices, broth* and purees givu 
vitamins, mineral salts, carbohydrates and some protein, and a little 
combined fat. If the fever continues more than a few .days milk should 
be added to the diet for its complete protein and its mineral salts. Per- 
haps at flrst it had better be taken skimmed and boiled. The cream can 
be added gradually. Boiling- the rnllk makes it more easily digested ba- 
caus* the curds of boilfed milk are soft and flakj\ white the curds of 
fresh milk are larger _and more solid. The vitamins' will be supplied by 
the fruit juices and vegetables. - 


How much should our patient with prolonged fever have to eat? As 
many calories as though he were well and engaged in moderate activity! 


This would necessitate very frequent feedings when the patient Is 


on fruit or vegetable juices — every hour or oftener, perhai*, depending 
upon the patient's needs. 
For constipation In fevers, Kellogg advises bran or granulated agar, 
taken in sufficient doses to produce a daily emptying of the bowels. He 
says bran Is not Irritating, as many people suppose, for it is thoroughly 
softened by the intestinal moisture. He also advises mineral oil. This. 
of course— and the diet also, for that matter — would be regulated by the 
physician In charge of the case.
